A Lesson in Leadership. 

Today the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion is probably the most successful as- 
sociation of dairy cattle breeders in the 
United States. How long will it be able 
to hold this successful position may be 
asked? ‘The answer to this question will 
depend upon the wisdom of its leader- 
ship. 

Its rise to such standing is the lesson 
in leadership to which I wish to call at- 
tention. A dozen years ago, during the 
years of 1893 and 1894, it stood in an 
unenviable position. It had been among 
the first to respond to the proposal for 
a dairy test at the Columbian Exposi- 
tion. At the annual meeting in 1893 
President Horr, a very able and hope- 
ful man, in his opening address said: 
“[ would gladly cross the continent to 
attend an annual meeting if in answer 
to our roll call I could be assured that 
my ear would be more frequently glad- 
that hopeful and auspicious 
word ‘present.’” He was speaking to 
an array of almost empty seats. Only 
41 members were present. Five mem- 
hers had died since the last annual meet- 
ing and only two new members had been

received. The treasury was depleted, 
the courageous attempt made during 
the year to collect a herd of cows for 
the World’s Fair at Chicago had failed, 
serious rebellion in the Middle 
West attempting to organize a 
rival association. One of the members 
present at this session graphically de- 
scribed the situation in, the following 
language: “I am the only member liv- 
ing in my section within 28 or 30 miles,” 
“The whole community is op- 
posed to us.” 

The situation at the opening of the 
following vear, 1894, was still more dis- 
More had 
been received in consequence of the re- 
duction of the membership from 
$100 to $25, yet the registration and 
transfers of cattle had greatly fallen 
off—registration from 4,678 to 3,849. and 
transfers to even a greater extent, from 
4,317 to 3,164.

In fact, many of the 
wealthiest men of the act- 
ually disposed of their herds at very 
low prices and virtually abandoned all 
future support of the organization.

Up to this period the majority of the 
members of the association had not only 
refused to give their support to the ad- 
vanced registry system, which they had 
pledged themselves to establish and 
maintain in order to secure union with 
the Dutch Friesian Association in 1885, 
but had fought it with extreme viru- 
lence. 

In the call for the annual meeting of 
1894, Secretary. Houghton had inserted 
a proposition which read as follows: 
“To instruct the Board of Officers to 
offer premiums for the largest butter 
records made and entered in the Ad- 
vanced Register of the Association.” 
This was a great surprise to the friends 
of the system. Mr. Houghton had been 
one of the most strenuous opponents of 
it during its early struggles for recog- 
nition and maintenance. When this 
proposition was reached Mr. W. G. 
Powell moved “to authodize—not to 
instruct, the Board to offer premiums 
to the extent of—I will leave it blank,” 
said he, “thousand dollars for estab- 
lishing authenticated records of our 
breed.” Mr. E. A. Powell moved “that 
for the present” the proposition “be laid 
on the table and a committee appointed, 
consisting of L. T. Yeomans, S. Burch- 
ard and W. G. Powell, to report after 
dinner on the subject.” At the after- 
noon session this committee offered a 
carefully drawn report recommending 
the Board of Officers “to offer not to 
exceed $1,000 in prizes for authenti- 
cated weekly butter records made un- 
der the Superintendent of Advanced 
Registry, or some inspector designated 
by him, or under the direction of some 
experimental station, or State institu- 
tion of some State the offer to 
any one cow not to exceed $50, and then 
the prizes to decrease in the ratio to 
such records.” 

This recommendation was adopted, 
and the action was the first 
seriously practical movement by the as- 
sociation for the success of the princi- 
ples of advanced registration. The as- 
sociation as a body for nearly nine years 
had been blind to the advantages of this 
system, and had compelled its superin- 
tendent to work under the most dis- 
couraging conditions. This was the 
beginning of a period of wise leader- 
ship 

At that Mr. Burchard was 
elected president of the association. For 
the second time had a member of the

session 
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old, original Dutch Friesian Asso-- 
ciation been chosen as leader. The 


older members of our organization may 
recall the principles that Burchard laid 
down and advocated in his annual ad- 
dress which followed in 1895. It was 
not only original but was packed full of 
wisdom. It is as good today as it was 
then, and it will pay every active mem- 
ber of the association to read it. It is 
found in the XIIT. Volume of the Herd 
Book. In a humble way it may be com- 
pared to Washington’s farewell address. 

“To preserve the association,” said 
Mr. Burchard, “in its integrity and use- 
fulness, and to give it strength and 
power to fulfill the object of its incor- 
poration requires not factional schem- 
ing or retaliatory vituperation, and it is 
a matter of sincere regret, and, to my 
mind, a sign of personal weakness, that 
any individual animosities should ever 
have been made public in any of our 
past meetings. It is true that on many 
subjects we cannot all think or act 
alike, and perhaps it is well that this is 
so, for the different ways we have of 
looking at things many times bring out 
something stronger and better than any 
of the original ideas, and an expression 
of diversity of thought and free open 
discussion on any business matters is a 
source of strength to the association, 
but the association or its meetings 
should never be made a battle ground 
upon which to decide personal differ- 
ences or factional strifes; these ele- 
ments, which seem to be inherent in 
our nature, have been the downfall of 
many a nation and the ruin of many an 
organization. 

“Therefore, let us not forget that we 
need to be harmonious and wise in the 
future, even more than in the past. And 
when we shall go to our several homes 
from this meeting may we not go re- 
joicing that a boss or Czar has fallen, 
but rather that every man has done his 
duty and that no boss or Czar holds a 
place in our association.” 

The propulsion received at that meet- 
ing and the principles advocated in 
Burchard’s address have carried the as- 
sociation on to its present high position. 
It was the beginning of a progressive, 
harmonious policy, and the abandon- 
ment, for the time being, of the boss 
system.

100 pounds per month until a year old. 
Pure-bred and grade steers at a year 
and a half or two vears old average 
from 1,200 to 1,500 pounds, while ma- 
ture steers and bulls weigh from 2,000 
pounds upwards. Some have weighed 
3,500, and even more. As oxen, they 
are unsurpassed. Avery’s famous pair 
of draft oxen, champions of the United 
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States, that weighed 6,000, were Hol- 
steins.

Important To Owners of Holsteiu- 
Friesian Cattle. 


At the last annual meeting, held June 
6th, at Syracuse, N. Y., the following 
changes were made in the Rules for 
Advanced Registry: 

Amending Rule 4th so that bulls may 
no longer be admitted to advanced reg- 
istry on description; only such as may 
have four or more A. R. O. daughters 
being now eligible to entry. 

‘Amending Rule 5th so that cows may 
no longer be admitted to advanced reg- 
istry on private records; only those hav- 
ing made official records being now eli- 
gible to entry. 

Amending Rule 5th of the Special 
Rules for Official Tests to read as fol- 
lows: During the test period no condi- 
ments, condition powders or drugs shall 
be given, and only pure water for drink. 
Dry foods may be softened with water, 
but with no other liquid. Salt, sulphur 
and wood ashes may be given. But 
nothing in this rule shall be taken as 
forbidding proper medical attendance by 
a regularly qualified veterinarian upon 
a sick cow. In any such case the owner 
of the cow, or person in charge, shal! 
make a statement, over his signature 
and affidavit, describing the condition of 
the cow, and reporting all medicines 
given, which statement shall also be 
signed and attested by the veterinarian 
called. The supervisor of the test shall 
also, over his own signature, add to the 
statement the declaration that, to the 
best of his knowledge and belief, the 
conditions were as stated, and that he 
approved of the treatment given the cow. 
Such statement and declaration shall be 
considered as forming part of the appli- 
cation for entry of the record in the 
Advanced Register. 

Enacting a rule that to entitle a cow 
to compete for prizes on a record begun 
more than eight months after calving 
an interval of not less than 120 days 
must elapse ‘between the seven-day 
period of the prior record and the seven- 








day period of the “eight months rec- 
ord” following, and made during the 
same period of lactation. 

Increasing the number of the prizes 
offered in each of the classes of the 
seven-day division by adding five more 
prizes in each class, the amounts of 
these added prizes in each class being 
$9, $8, $7, $6 and $5, respectively. In 
the other two divisions, the 30-day and 
8-month, the prizes offered are the same 
as last year. 

In Class 6th of the 7-day division, ac- 
cording to ‘he printed prize list, the 
tenth priz was awarded to Abbie Doug- 
lass De hol 2d, owned by Mr. F. J. 
Bristol, Oakfield, Wis. This is an er- 
ror, as the tenth prize was won by and 
awarded to Ina Aaggie. owned by Mr. 
Harvey S. Day, Ypsilanti, Mich. 

‘The Reoort of Official Butter-Fat 
Records for the past year, alphabetically 
arranged and bound with the Prize Lists 
in pamphlet form, was issued by this 
office for distribution at the annual 
meeting, and most of those interested 
have been supplied with a copy. The 
Superintedent has a few copies left, and 
will be glad to send a copy to any in- 
terested breeder applying for the same, 
as long as the supply lasts. Breeders 
are requested tu apply for but one copy, 
as the supply is limited.

Summary of Official Records from 
May 16to June 5. 

Unless otherwise mentioned, these rec- 
ords are for a period of seven consecu- 
tive days. They are made under the 
careful supervision of State Agricultural 
Colleges and Experiment Stations, and 
their accuracy is vouched for by them; 
no private records are reported by the 
Holstein-Friesian Association. 

During the period from ‘May 16th to 
June 5th, 1906, records for 83 cows have 
been accepted. All made seven-day, one 
made a 21-day and six made 30-day 
records. The averages by ages were as 
follows : 

Twenty-eight full-aged cows  aver- 
aged: age, 7 years, O months, 11 days; 
davs from calving, 24; milk, 446.3 lbs.; 
per cent. fat, 3.35; fat, 14.953 lbs... Four 
four-year-olds averaged: age, 4 years, 
6 months, 20 days; days from calv- 
ing, 26; milk, 442.5 lbs.; per cent. fat, 
3.23; fat, 14.291 lbs. Twelve three-year- 
olds averaged: age, 3 years, 3 months, 
1 day; days from calving, 22; milk, 375.7 
Ibs.; per cent. fat, 3.22; fat, 12.101 Ibs. 
Thirty-nine heifers classed as two-vear- 
olds averaged: age, 2 years, 2 months, 
20 days; days from calving, 27; milk, 
291 lbs.; per cent. fat, 3.34; fat, 9.710 lbs- 

This herd of 83 animals, of which the 
larger part were heifers, produced in 
seven consecutive days, 30,1268 Ibs. 
milk, containing 1,000.158 lbs. of butter- 
fat, thus showing an average of 3.32 per 
cent. fat. The average yield for each 
animal was 363 lbs. of milk, containing 
12.05 lbs. butter-fat, equivalent to a yield 
of over 14 Ibs. of extra creamery butter 
per week, and over 25 quarts of milk 
per day. 

During the official year just closed 
1,545 Holstein-Friesian cows and heifers 
of all ages were officially tested for a 
period of seven consecutive days, or 
longer; and these 1,545 cows and heif- 
ers produced for the seven consecutive 
days a total of 581,959.5 Ibs. milk, con- 
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taining 19,701.3 lbs. ‘butter-fat, showing 
an average of 3.39 per cent. fat. The 
average weekly production for each ani- 
mal so tested was 376.7 lbs. milk, con- 
taining 12.75 lbs. butter-fat, equivalent 
to 53.8 libs. milk, or over 26 quarts daily, 
and nearly 15 Ibs. of the best quality of 
butter per week. What breed of dairy 


cattle, other’ than MHolstein-Friesian, 
could make such a showing? 
This issue of the Official Reports 


brings to the front Pontiac Triumph, 
21.018 lbs. fat from 456.5 lbs. milk. This 
cow is owned by the Eastern Michigan 
Insane Asylum, and has always been 
milked by insane patients, and when a 
cow so milked will yield in one week 
enough butter-fat to make nearly 25 lbs. 
of butter it proves conclusively that the 
Holstein-Friesian cow is so level-headed 
herself, and so little affected by unfavor- 
able surroundings, that she does not 
even require a sane milker to be able to 
show very large profits for her owner. 
The plodding but persistent and indomi- 
table perserveraice of the Dutch farm- 
ers, who have handled this breed from 
even before historical times, seems to 
have been bred into the cattle; and their 
“nerves” are not as easily affected as 
most of the other dairy breeds.

From the Kansas City Star: 

The greater part of Jackson county is 
well adapted to dairy farming, but no 
section is perhaps so well suited to it as 
the southefn and eastern parts of the 
county. Here are to be found wooded 
hills, with broad rich pastures, with an 
unfailing supply of pure water in count- 
less springs. 

At Greenwood, twenty-eight miles 
southeast of Kansas City, in this section 
of the county, is a model dairy farm, one 
of the few of its kind in Missouri. Hill-

crest, it is called, and the aim of its 
owner, Dr. George C. Mosher, a Kansas 
City physician, may be summed up in 
one short sentence: 

“To produce clean, wholesome milk.” 

There are two methods of producing 
“sanitary” or clean miik. One is by the 
elimination of germs and harmful bac- 
teria by certain processes, such as steril- 
ization of pasteurization after the milk 
has been brought from the dairy. The 
other is to prevent the presence of jor- 
eign matters in the milk by the intro- 
duction of sanitary methods into its pro- 
duction. 

The latter is the Hillcrest idea. The 
visitor to the farm is struck first of all 
by the natura! beauty of the place. There 
is nothing pretentious about it, but it has 
a general well-kept appearance that is 
satisfying. ‘The farmhouse, the barn and 
outbuildings near by are at the top of a 
ridge sloping gently to the south. A 
pond fed by springs and two deep wells 
furnish good drinking water for the cat- 
tle. The timber is thick on the hillsides 
bordering the pond, an ideal spot for the 
herd in the hot summer afternoons. 
Hillerest herd is composed of carefully 
selected Holsteins. The Holstein is a 
sturdy animal of gentle disposition, and 
is generally preferred for milk produc- 
tion to the Channei Island breeds. It is 
less likely to sickness, and not being of 
a nervous tenmoerameni can be depended 
on at all times. No cow can find a place 
in the Hillcrest herd unless she passes 
a satisfactory examination for tubercu- 
losis. ‘Thirty cows are milked twice 
daily at the Hillcrest farm. 

The barn where the cows are housed 
is neater than some kitchens. Good light 
and pure air, two of the first requisites, 
are made possible by many windows and 
a special ventilating system. There are 
no stalls or mangers. but the cows com- 
ing into the barn stand side by side, 
their heads held in stanchions while the 
milking is being done. The floors are 
of cement. A trough for water extends 
along the passage way which divides 
the barn into two sections. At the rear 
of the row of cows is a drainage trough. 
The barn is free from odors at all times. 
Shavings are used for bedding instead 
of straw. There are no heaps of bed- 
ding about the barn, everything being 
removed. The barn has forty stanch- 
ions, twenty on each side down its en- 
tire length. The Hillcrest cows have 
their own places in the barn. They are 
milked and fed@t 4 o’clock in the morn- 
ing and 4 o'clock in the afternoon. As 
a result of these regular habits no one 
ever has to “go after the cows.” They 
come up the lane from pasture fifteen 
minutes befoe feeding and milking ime 
every day. Each cow goes to her own 
place and thrusts her head into the 
stanchion. The herdsmen fasten the 
stanchions and the milking soon begins. 

But not until the cows’ udders have 
been washed and dried and the milker 
has cleansed his hands. There is a 
milker for every ten cows. The milking 
is done in a sanitary milk pail, with a 
small opening to prevent the collection 
of dust and dirt. The milk is strained 
through cheese cloth and carried at once 
to a ‘building cut off from the barn by 
folding doors. Here it is aerated and 
then put into ten-gallon cans, freshly 
sterilized every day. The cans stand in 


cold water surrounded by ice until taken 
to the train at 7 o’clock every morning, 
whence the milk comes to Kansas City.

The menu for the Hillcrest “boarders” 
consists of corn chops, bran and oats 
mixed, and alfalfa hay. The feed is 
mixed in a separate room from where 
the milking is done to prevent dust gath- 
ering in the barn. The Hillcrest cows 
“look clean.” They are clean because 
their surroundings are clean. Every 
precaution is taken to keep the milk 
clean, and there is little dowbt that the 
milk is sanitary. The cows are fed and 
watered after, mot during the milking. 
The milk is weighed and reports made 
to show just what each cow is produc- 
ing. The Hfillerest cows average five 
gallons of milk daily.

Nitrogen is the unstable ele- 
ment:in all violent explosives; gunpow- 
der contains nitrate of potash; gun- 
cotton, nitric acid; all the explosive ful- 
minates are formed ‘by a nitrogenous 
acid called fulminic acid and a metal 
base; nitro-glycerine, iodide of nitro- 
gen, sulphide of nitrogen and chloride 
of nitrogen all contain nitrogen and are 
violently explosive. 

In the organic world we find that 
where there is life*there is nitrogen. 
The vital point of every cell, the nu- 
cleus, whether plant or animal, is nitro- 
genous. Where there is the most life 
there is the most nitrogen. In_ plants 
the most nitrogen is stored in the seed, 
and while plants generally require sun- 
light for growth the seed will germinate 
in the dark; also those plants that are 
enabled to develop entirely in the dark, 
the Fungi, are more highly nitrogenous 


than other plants. Similarly with ani- 


mals those parts which are the most 
active are the most nitrogenous, and 
the non-nitrogenous parts, such as the 


fat denosits, are non-active. Nitrogen 
is the life clement. 

If we take a compreuensive view of 
the whole subject and consider the im- 
portant position which combinations of 
nitrogen hold in the organic as well as 
the inorganic world, and the difficulty 
with which nitrogen is induced to enter 
combination, is it not a_ little 
strange that the one commodity, milk, 
should form an exception to the rule 
and should have its value established, 


in so large a measure, by its non-vital, 


into 


non-essential carbohydrate fat content, 
and that its vital, essential and in every 
other commodity, most expensive ni- 
trogen-bearing proteids, should be so 
Butter fat is only heat 
producing; it will not even fertilize the 
soil; when decomposed it escapes into 
the air. Milk proteids feed the nerve, 
muscle and bone tissues, and strengthen 
the life centers. Why, then, base the 
food value of milk on its butter fat con- 
tent?

Towards nine o’clock, while we were 
making soup, suddenly we heard a rat- 
tling discharge of firearms; our hussars 
had encountered in the streets some 
Prussian huss:rs. This was so far away 
that we saw not enough to say anything 
regarding the combat. 

In about an hour the hussars returned ; 
they had lost two men. This was the 
commencement of the campaign.
